for political subareas and Roman number suffixes for geographic subareas* 
The Chairman reported that the D/B Staff Study reached similar conclusions* 

The Army member said that a study was underway in the Department 
of the Arcy in respect to geographic breakdowns of NIS Areas* It xs based 
on the premise that geographic areas should, as far as practicable, coin- 
cide with political areas because of the political factors involved in 
many geographic considerations* The Amy member said the study could not 
be f ully coordinated within the Department of the Army for at least a 
month a 
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The Committee agreed that the Arny proposal should be considered 
before t aking final action on the terminology to be used for segmented 
areas o The Committee held that for the interim contributors should use 
letter suffixes to designate political subareas so authorized by the 
Committee o 

4o Intelligence Control Directive 

Copies of DCID No 0 11/2, "Control of Dissemination and us a of 
Intelligence and Intelligence Information" were distributed to the um- 
bers since they had not been able to obtain them through their own 
agencies o The Army member said he was not yet prepared to voice his 
agency’s views on the elimination of "control statements with exceptions" 
for NXS purposes, but would do so at the next meeting©
